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DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 

New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in this 
application because the drawings are improperly cross-hatched and are very unclear. 
Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside 
the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. 
The corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment 
of the application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

While it is clear from applicants amendment of 5/30/06, that claims 1-58 are to be 
cancelled, applicant should submit an amendment specifically canceling claims 1-58. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 59-116 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In dependent claims 59 and 92 both use the language "wherein at least one of 
the following elements has been incorporated". The list of elements are not equivalents 
and in fact can not be all used at the same time. Non-equivalents can not be presented 
in alternative form. The way the claims are written, it is basically impossible to ascertain 
what method steps or structure (claim 92) is being claimed. Also in claim 59, line 6, no 
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antecedent basis could be found for "the drill bit boss". In line 9, no antecedent basis 
could be found for "the circulating fluid". Claim 92 has the same problems. Also claim 
59 is directed to a method of drilling, however, no drilling method steps have been set 
forth. All of the dependent claims have antecedent basis problems in that the structure 
they are further defining is not required to be present in the independent claims. Other 
of the dependent claims like 87 has other antecedent problems. Claim 87, line 1 states 
"the drill-bit". Independent claim 59 nowhere recites a drill bit. All of the claims need to 
be looked at very carefully for 1 12 problems. 

While I am not sure, what the claims exactly call for, a prior art search was 
conducted and the following rejection as to my interpretation of the claims has been set 
forth. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000.

Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 59-64, 66-80, 82, 84 and 87-116 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by MacGregor et al 7270195. 

MacGregor discloses a method of drilling and an apparatus for drilling comprising 
the utilization of electric discharge generated by high voltage pressure pulses. 
Electrodes 20 are provided of opposite polarity. A high voltage pulse generator 18 is 
fixed a distance from the drill bit. While generator is located at the surface it acts on the 
downhole equipment and is fixed at a distance from the bit. This is considered to be 
downhole deployment. Claims 65 and 81 , which positively recite that the generator is 
downhole have not been rejected on art. Claims 66-80 and 87-1 16 do not further define 
the high pressure generator and therefore do not further limit the independent claim 
from which they depend. As to claim 82, the electrode gaps are hooked up in parallel. 
As to claim 84, the electrodes gaps are organized in groups. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 
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1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

Claims 83, 85 and 86 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over MacGregor et al (applied above). 

As to claim 83, it would have been considered an obvious design choice. As to 
claim 85, the number of pulse generators used would have been considered an obvious 
design choice. As to claim 86, the number of pulse generators used would have been 
considered an obvious design choice as well as which electrode gap is served by which 
pulse generator.
